Washington.— The first international 
labor conference has eouie and gone. It 
proved Itself different iii many ways 
from any other labor conference yet 
held. 
For the first time, governments 
have agreed to submit the reeotmnen 
datums of an international labor gnib 
erlng to their legislative bodies for af*- 
proval. though it should be understood 
that until such approval Is given, no 
slate is la.any sense bound. 
Tile con­ 
ference has the guarantee of each of 
the 40 states repro,seal rd to present 
Its findings officially to the eomfsdent 
legislative authority within one year. 
The conference was lh** most which 
representative ever held. 
It Included 
hot 
only 
the 
highly 
industrialized 
states of Kl 1 rope and North Amorini. 
but the less developed stales of South 
America, Africa and Asia. 
W hile, of 
course, this broad representation of 
states with such widely varying stand 
urds made agreement most difficult to 
Obtain, ll served, nevertheless, on the 
one hand to extend to those stat!« 
which are now becoming Industrialized 
the safeguards of a more liberal in­ 
dustrial legislation, and on the other 
hand to protect the more advanced 
states fh>in the unfair competition of 
lower standards. 
Th** organization of 
the conference Int** three groups, g»»v 
eminents, employers ami workers, hail 
a salutary effect. 
No! only did ii :il 
low the employers mot workers of dif­ 
ferent countries to unite oil jim identi­ 
cal program without fear of unfair 
competition from states having lower 
standards, 
but 
it 
also n-surcd 
th** 
knowledge and supper! of each group 
to any decision finally roached by the 
conference.
